The prior art does not teach or suggest a disk drive with a head suspension 
having a slider, an actuator including a microactuator, the microactuator having a stator 
to which the suspension gimbal is attached, a rotor to which the slider is attached, and a 
keeper for the magnetic circuit of the microactuator where the keeper is supported by 
the stator. The term microactuator is read in light of the disclosure as being a voice coil 
motor.
